Th<« United States Government 
building is now complete, and is 
Ihe finest and one of v 1 1 « ■ most in- 
teresting exhibits on the grounds. 
Knell department of the govern- 
ment bas a Una display, and the 
building is always full nf sight- 
seers. 

Upon entering the building frcm 
the front, the first kbing to attract 
the eye will he tlie exhibit made 
by the Smithsonian Institution. 
Standing mounted upon pedestals 
is a group of animals, among them 
being the giraffe, rhinoceros, hip- 
popotamus, black and polar- bear 
and other animals with which we 
are more or less familiar. Rut here 
is one monster with which we are 
not familiar, and every one who 
sees this gigantic horned dionasau- 
ras standing on his pedestal look- 
ing just as he did in by gone ages, 
one usually exclaims: " I am glad 
this animal is extinct.' There is 
also a cast of a whale, showing the 
whale just as he swam in the water, 
measuring 78 feet, from the end of 
his nose to the tip of his tail. By 
the side of the cast of this whale 
is mounted the skeleton of a whale 
taken last year. This skeleton is 
complete, and weighs over rive 
thousand pounds. The comment of 
visitors at, the sight ^f this skeleton 
is to admit there "was plenty of 
room for Jonah." 

The display of the War Depart- 
ment is very fine, and is made from 
the things In actual use by the War 
Department of the United States. 
Government The artillery display 
includes coast defense guns, Maxim 
rapid fire, Colts rapid fire. Gattli 
guns and mounted batteries, '1 
great coast defense 76-inch gun. 80 
feet long, and of weight so enor- 
mous that it is estimated by tons, 
is here. A mountain battery is 
mounted on mules, just like actual 
life. Standing beside the mules of 

the mountain battery is ■ piece of 
artillery with the horses harnessed, 
saddled and everything ready to 
move at the word of eommand. So 
lifelike do the hoist s appear, that 
while looking at them you expect 
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The Navy Depart 
extremely Interesting and instruc- 
tive to the landsman. Models of 
the famous warships of the United 
states, complete to the minutest 
detail, including all the ships from 
the Maine and Oregon to the last 
one placed in commission are 
shown, enclosed in glass eases, 
wiih all parts in view. The cen- 
tral attraction in the naval display 
is a warship with guns mounted 
and port holes open ready for ac- 
tion. The floor around the ship is 
painted to represent the sea. A 
door opening into the ship from the 
floor of the building which you en- 
ter at the how. The interior is 
fitted up just like a ship in real 
life, with officers quarters, ward 
rooms, sick bays and other appli- 
ances that, go with a ship; down 
below you see the boiler room, 
stokers, and everything like real 
life. In the bow, near the entrance, 
is a room containing a group of 
officers and men of the navy, from 
a'Rear Admiral to a United States 
Marine, dressed in the uniform of 
their rank, and so life-like that you 
will have to take close second look 
to convince yourself that they are 
not alive and awaiting some word 
of command. 

The Treasury Department has a 
complete exhibit, including the ma- 
chinery used in the United States 
mint. The machinery used in the 
mint since the establishment of the 
government is shown from the 
small hand coining stamp to the 
powerful machine that coins mil- 
lions of aold and silver every year t 
In one oorner of the building is a 
post office, fitted up in the latent 
j and most approved style for hand- 
I ling mail. This poitpfflee is equip* 
pad for actual use during the Ex- 
position, and handles the mail for 
the Exposition. It is known as 
Exposition Station, and free deliv- 
ery from this station is made four 
times a day to all parts of the 
World's Fair grounds. 

The Government Building is open 
to the public from !i a. m. to 4. p, m. 
each day exo< pr Sunday, and 
everything In the building is free 
for public Inspection.
